SCHOOL BOARD 


We have the satisfaction of reporting a general prosperity of 
the schools in the town school district of Londonderry the past 


year. 

The Board were of the opinion that the teachers who had given 
good satisfaction to the patrons of the schools the past year, 
should be retained. Accordingly all were invited ; all but one 
responded, Miss Pillsbury of No. two, so that we commenced the 
school year with eight of last year’s teachers; but sickness de- 
prived us of Miss Farnum, of No. eight, and Miss Coolidge, of No. 
six, resigned at the close of the first term, consequently we were 
obliged to employ three new teachers during the year, Miss Flan- 
agan of Lynfield, Mass., Miss Hazelton of Sandown, N. H., and 
Miss Gibson of this town. 

We can but think that the success in our schools, which was 
above the average, is in part due to the securing so many of. the 
old teachers. 

Other things being equal, the same teachers should. be em- 
ployed through a series of years. The reasons are obvious. 
The old teacher knows how much the scholars have learned the 
preceding term, where they left off and where they should. begin. 
Whereas it would take a stranger some time to learn all this, | be- 
sides running the risk of putting some scholars in the wrong 
classes, much to. their disadvantage, and that of the school. 
Again the old teacher has learned the habits, capabilities, and-dis- 
position of her pupils, and an attachment has often. been «formed 
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between them, which ought not unnecessarily be severed. Some 
may be looking for a personal report of each teacher and school, 
as has been the almost universal custom in, the past. To such 
we would refer them to last year’s report. 

Of.the new teachers a few words may suffice. Miss Hazelton 
was an experienced teacher, well qualified for her task, and 
taught her school to our satisfaction, and for ought we know, to 
the patrons of the school. Miss Flannagan and Miss Gibson 
were “beginners,’’ but what they lacked in experience they made 
up in enthusiasm and well-directed effort.’ -If they pursue their 
present chosen profession, we predict for them eminent success. 
_ Each school has been visited according to law, at least twice 
each term, and at the close of every school an examination of all 
the classes has been had, and such suggestions and remarks were 
made as was thought best for the interests of the schools, which 
we do not think necessary to repeat here. 

In looking over the work done in our schools, we: find much 
to commend, yet there are some things we would have otherwise. 
‘here seems to be no general system in teaching grammar. Years 
ago the scholar at the age of ten or twelve, and this is practiced 
now in some of our schools, was put upon technical grammar, and 
after struggling many terms through its definitions, rules and con- 
jugations, was expected to write a composition ; and what was the 
result? It took years of practice afterward, in which the grammar 
learned in school was of little practical benefit, for him to learn to 
write tolerable English. Now insome of our schools a scholar, at 
the age when grammar was formerly commenced, has had three 
or four years practice in writing, punctuation, use of capitals and 
formation of easy sentences. ‘This is as it should be ; composi- 
tion will follow easily and naturally in future time. But while 
this class of young scholars are learning all this, why should they 
not know something of the alphabet beside the names of the let- 
ters? Is it not necessary for them, in learning to read to know 
that the alphabet is composed of vowels and consonants, and that 
each vowel has a number of different sounds? Should they not 


know these sounds? Should they not know that a has, at least, four 
different sounds, as heard in the words hate, far, call, and hat ; and 
so of the rest of the letters? We think they should ; yet we fear 
there is little practical knowledge in our schools of this part of 
orthography. | 

Arithmetic and geography are better taught, especially the for- 
mer. ‘The child is first learned to count, then by easy process to 
add, subtract, multiply and divide, and then solving problems, 
advancing step by step, giving explanations and reasons until at 
the age of fifteen he is fitted, so far as practical arithmetic is 
concerned, for any business of life. 

One obstacle in the way of the success of our schools is the 
want of uniformity in text books. Much has been written in 
previous reports upon this subject, cautioning parents against pur- 
chasing any but those authorized, and teachers have been in- 
structed not to have them introduced, yet there are more unau- 
thorized books in the schools now, in proportion to the number 
of scholars, than at any previous time.. We shall do what we can 
to bring about this much needed reform. But whether we shall 
succeed any better than our predecessors, remains to be seen. 
The quickest and surest way to accomplish it would be for the 
town to buy the books and loan them to the scholars. ‘This 
would relieve many families of quite a burden, while the commu- 
nity would be saving forty per cent. 7 

One thought more and we have done. Co-operation is the 
word. ‘The town district may spend their money freely, as they have, 
in building school houses and keeping them in repair, and may 
secure the best of teachers, yet if the parents are not united in 
their efforts for a good school they will not have it.
